But luck, science, strength and 
generalship were all with McAuliffe, and 
the boy from Streator couldn't overcome 
them. He fought hard, and, at the very 
last, pulled himself up with a smile on 
his face, which carried with it an invi- 
tation for more punishment. The Olympic

Melting Away. 

Two months ago, the democratic news- 
papers of North Carolina were apparently 
ready to admit that the third party was 
in the land; and it was predicted that it 
would carry the state, or so divide the 
whites as to cause the republicans to 
win. 

Within the past month, however, the 
democrats have perfected their organiza- 
tion and sent out their campaign speakers, 
and it is now evident that the new organi- 
. gation is rapidly melting away. The im- 
pression now prevails that the noise made 
by the third party men caused their 
strength to be greatly exaggerated from 
the first. They took the field at a time 
when the democrats were inactive, and 
made such a racket that many superficial 
observers came to the conclusion that they 
were literally sweeping the field.. A little 
later, when noses were counted, the ca- 
lamity shouters were found to be only a 
very small minority. 

Something of the sort has been ob- 
served here in Georgia. A month ago, it 
was generally believed that the third 
party was tolerably strong in this state, 
although no well-informed persons sup- 
posed that it was in the majority. But, 
sincé the democratic campaign has been 
actively inaugurated, it is plain that the 
defections from our ranks are by no 
means so serious as the first reports in- 
dicated. Our joint debates and stump- 
speaking and organized clubs in every 
locality have caused the lines to be drawn, 
and the strength of the opposing sides is 
now known with some degree of cer- 
tainty. 

It is no new thing to see a minority 
over-estimated simply because it has made 
more fuss than the other side. Minorities, 
when they are aggressive, always make 
as much noise as they possibly can, with 
a view to ig the impression that 
they are masters of the situation. These 
devices are familiar to all veteran cam- 
paigners. Shouts do not count, but votes 
do, and, in many instances, the shouters 
are supported by a very small array of 
voters. 

The strength of the third party has 
been exaggerated everywhere, and it is 
still over-estimated. Before election day 
rolls round, it will be discovered that the 
organized democracy is ready to poll al- 
most as heavy a vote as usual. 


Eloquence Here and There. 

The Boston Globe thinks that the 
speeches of the attorneys for the prosecu- 
tion and the defense in the Borden case 
rose at times into the realm of actual 
eloquence, 

If the published reports are correct, 
they were very ordinary speeches. The 
truth is, New England culture has 
killed genuine eloquence in that region, 
and Webster and Choate have no succes- 
sors. For a generation or so, our nortb- 
ern friends have been the victims of 
Anglo-mania. Their highest ambition has 
been to copy English models in their 
speech, conduct, costume and general 
customs. This checks originality and sup- 
presses that individuality and manly in- 
dependence, without which no man can 
be a genuine orator. 

In the south and west, where people 
are less imitative, talkers and speakers 
follow Sam Jones's method—they pull 
out the bung and let nature cut her caper. 
They talk or speak without being hamper- 
ed by self-consciousness, and their aban- 
don gives their individuality full play. 

In any southern town, a case like the 
Borden affair would naturally draw into 
it lawyers on both sides whose speeches 
would rise to the height of real eloquence. 
In all southern lands, the world over, 
eloquence is a natural gift, and when it 
is cultivated by.a people whose favorite 
authors are masters of style, it finds ex- 
pression in its most polished and effective 
forms.

Englishman is satisfied that the whole 


business is a failure. He is so apprehen- 
sive of a similar condition of affairs in the 
south that a sense of duty leads him to 
write a few words of warning to a 
stranger. b 

The Richmond Times reminds its read- 
ers that the republican force-bill policy 
would repeat the history of the West 
Indies in the southern states. In the 
days of reconstruction the dominant party 
placed ignorant negroes over the whites, 
and gave them authority over the liberty 
and the property of their former masters. 
This was less than a generation ago, but 
some of our people seem to have forgot- 
ten it. 

The division of the southern whites 
sought by the third party would aid the 
republicans to inaugurate. a policy that 
would bring about just such a situation 
as Mr. Page’s correspondent describes, 
unless our people forcibly opposed it, 
and in that event this section would be 
thrown into something like anarchy for 
several years. 

This warning from an outside source is 
full of grave significance, and it should be 
heeded. 


The Weak spot. 

We have already alluded to the aiti- 
tude which Dr. Feltoff occupies toward 
the democratic party. He declares that 
he cannot vote for Harrison and will not 
vote for Cleveland, and gives as a reason 
why he will not support the dethocratic 
candidates the fact that the free-coinage 
bill was shelved in the house where the 
democrats had a majority of 148. He 
and hundreds of others assume that the 
failure of the democrats to pass the bill 
was an exposition of the real attitude of 
the democrats toward the measure, cir 
cumstances forcing them, as it were, to 
show their hands. 

It will be observed that Dr. Felton care- 


‘fully avoids looking at the real exposition 


that was made. The democratic party is 
not to be judged by the result of a 
coalition of a few of its members with the 
majority of the republicans; it may be 
judged by the attitude of a majority of its 
members. There is no nother test; but 
the leaders of the third party—the men 
who are doing all in their power to ex- 
pose the white people of the south to the 
disasters that will assuredly follow di- 
vision—have been careful to observe this 


fact. Were a majority of the democrats 


of the house opposed to the free-coinage 
bill? If they were, then, those who think 
that free coinage is the paramount issue 
between the democrats and the repub- 
licans have a perfect right to endorse the 
arguments which Dr. Felton made in his 
interview with Mr. Cooper; and we shall 
hot pretend to criticise them for follow- 
ing his example.
